His puppy Ravi always 
brings laughter to the house. Mrs. Urzua is a fantastic graphic drawer who 
led us to do our ornaments for the Prep Christmas tree. Renee, who cares 
about our daily life, cleans our house but also talks with us all the time. 
Mrs. Smith and Mr. Brown teach most of the English classes and I thank 
them for my improvements in English. Mrs. Mcleod, who teaches portfolio, 
might be the most energetic person you’ve ever met in your life! 

I met excellent people at Prep. I have a life at Prep which I could never have 
dreamed of. Now, I’m going to the Main School after a year of transition.

Our fresh-faced grade 8s were guided in their first Shawnigan 
math experience by the ever-patient Ms. Montgomery. With an 
emphasis on building a solid math foundation, her students 
learned to work together to problem solve as a united team. 
The grade 9s enjoyed working with Mr. Venables and the 
newest addition to the department, Ms. Williams. Following 
the new B.C. curriculum, students developed important real life 
skills, which included an introduction to financial literacy. By 
better understanding taxes, salaries, pay cheques and the cost 
of living, students were able to design a budget for their first 
year of university. This year, a highlight for many of the grade 
ten classes was a “triangle trek” designed by Mrs. Pasquale 
to introduce meaningful applications of trigonometry. With 
the advent of a new requirement for graduation, all grade 11 
students prepared for and wrote the numeracy assessment. 
This examination focused on the interpretation of data and 


information in a mathematical context, while demonstrating 
reasoning skills and logical justification. Pre-calculus 12 
students used sinusoidal curves to design a festive scene 
which helped them to understanding the patterns that weave 
through the functions they have studied. Some of these 
students also tackled AP Calculus and kept up a blistering 
pace in order to fully prepare for their examination in mid- 
May. These fine mathematicians then joined their Calculus 
12 counterparts in a quick introduction to university level 
mathematics, as their teachers, Mr. Morris, Mr.Wilke and Mr. 
Venables introduced matrices, statistics and probability. In 
closing, the entire department extends its gratitude to Mr. 
Jason Lam, who after 14 years of teaching at Shawnigan Lake 
School has decided to return to his hometown, Vancouver. 
We are sad to see him go, but wish him well for the future.
